in agriculture, the Experiment Sta- | 
tion with all its valuable investiga­ 
tional work and the Agricultural Ex- I 
tension Department with its F a r m e r s ’ i 
Short Courses. Educational Trains, i 
its Farmers’ Institutes, its Boys’ am’ j 
Girls’ 
Clubs, its Horticultural and 
other 
Practical 
Field 
Demonstra- [ 
tions, its Women’s Club Work, i t s 1I 
Exhibits, its Publica tion, etc., etc., 
and in general to stimulate our peo­ 
ple to greater and more profitable 
efforts along the line of economically 
developing and using the agricultural 
resources of the State. 
The exhibit Purdue is offering to 
county fair managements is wholly 
agricultural in character and con­ 
s ists of exhibit material from each 
department of the School of Agri­ 
culture and the Experiment Station. 
This material is thoroughly and neat­ 
ly labeled and not only in itself gives 
a large amount of useful informa­ 
tion, but serves as a basis for ques­ 
tions on, and d iscu ssio n of, farm 
problems, on which 
farmers want 
some light. 
Two men will be in charge of the 
exhibit and will be prepared to give 
information on fertilizers, composi­ 
tion, care and use of manures, proper 
rations of different classes of stock; 
care, 
management, 
housing 
and 
breeding of livestock; improving the 
physical condition of soils; rotation 
of crops; methods of increasing crop 
yields; 
fighting 
weeds; 
improving 
seeds; varieties of crops best suited 
to 
different 
sections ; 
spraying, 
pruning and caring for the orchard; 
preventing wastes on the farm, etc. 
Most of 
the exhibit is securely 
in 14 neat gray cases 3 feet wide by 
5 feet long. 
Besides these cases, 
containing pictures 
showing class 
work and experimental work at P ur­ 
due, spraying and pruning tools, milk 
testing outfits, 
milk scales, weeds 
and weed seeds, specimens showing 
plant diseases such as potato scab 
and stinking smut of wheat, samples 
of soils, fertilizers, feeding stuffs, 
models of poultry house furniture, 
results of many valuable experiments 
simply stated, etc. 
There are other 
valuable pieces of exhibit material 
such as a model of a silo, a farmer’s 
specimen agricultural reference lib­ 
rary, etc., and in addition to all this, 
effective wall material.

The recent flood unearthed an In­ 
dian burying ground of scores 
of 
years ago on the Frank 
Lockwood 
farm south of Laurel, according to 
Squire Thomas Helman of Anderson- 
ville, w ho was in Rushville today. 
Squire Helman says that three hu­ 
man skeletons have been found in­ 
tact and that many pieces of pottery 
that savor of Indian 
workmanship 
have been picked up by people who 
have been digging in the washouts 
which exposed the human skeletons. 
The belief that the place was an 
Indian burying ground is supported 
not only by tlie evidence of Indian 
craftmansbip but also by the shapes 
of heads and 
other 
parts of the 
skeletons which have been found. 
Mr. Lockwood 
and Jesse 
Ailes, 
teacher at Freeman’s school in Rich­ 
land township, Rush county, made 
the first find 
which 
led them 
to 
search further. 
They were out ex­ 
amining the large wrashouts on the 
Lockwood farm caused by the over­ 
flowing of the Whitewater river, when 
♦hey happened to find 
hones that 
w ere apparently parts of human skel­ 
etons. 
Their continued search led to the 
discovery of the 
skeletons. 
Mr. 
Ailes has pieces of the Indian pot­ 
tery which he will preserve as relies. 
Since the report of the discovery has 
been circulated 
in the 
immediate 
community, boys and men have un­ 
earthed several 
baskets of 
human 
bones and articles which make it al­ 
most certain that the place was used 
as an Indian burying ground. 
The area covered is 
apparently 
about three-quarters of a mile square. 
Squire Helman says that what skele­ 
tons that have been discovered indi­ 
cate that no regularity was used in 
laying the bodies away to their final 
resting place, which is contrary to 
the Indian 
custom. 
It 
has been 
handed down from generation to gen­ 
eration that the 
Indians 
always 
buried their dead in a circle, he says.

CONDITION IS NOT SERIOUS 


This Is What Pope’s Physician Says of 
His Distinguished Patient. 
Rome, April 14—Though the pope is 
still declared to be critically ill, there 
is no indication that the end is immin- 
; ent. The symptoms of bronchitis con- 
: tlnue, particularly on the left side. 
| The functions of the kidneys are good 
and the patient’s general condition sat­ 
isfactory. 
Professor M archiafava de- 
! clares that the pope's condition is not 
serious. 
The fever, he stated, had 
abated and his illness was following 
the natural course. 
Professor Marchi­ 
afava added that the pope was cheer­ 
ful and his mind was perfectly clear. 
An automobile is kept waiting near 
the residence of Cardinal Vannuetelli 
; in order to take him to the Vatican at 
any moment to adm inister absolution 
to the pope when the end seems to be 
approaching. 
Dr. Marchiafava, who is 
a state functionary, formally has as­ 
sured the government th at he will 
warn them when death seems to be 
six hours distant. 
He is convinced 
that the end will not be sudden. 
The fact that the death of the pope 
is not regarded as Imminent is shown 
by the fact that all the cardinals, in­ 
cluding Secretary of State Merry Del 
Val, attended a solemn function at the 
Basilica of St. John of Lateran Sun­ 
day, w here Cardinal Vannutelli potifi- 
cated at high mass. 
The diplomats, 
prelates, heads of the religious orders 
and m em bers of the papal court at­ 
tended the ceremony, which closed the 
so-called octavo of the celebrations in 
commemoration of the decree of relig­ 
ious freedom issued by Em peror Con­ 
stantine. 


Whle Ridirg Through the Streets of 


His Capital, the Young King Was 
Attacked by a Wouid-Be Assassin 
Who Fired Point-Blank at His In­ 
tended Victim, but King Reared His 
Horse, Using It as a Living Shield. 


Madrid, April 14.—As he was riding 
through the streets here Sunday after­ 
noon, King Alfonso was shot at three 
times by a well-dressed young man, but 
none of the bullets struck the mon­ 
arch. 
One of the bullets struck his 
horse in the chest. 
The king was returning to the pal 
ace from a review of recruits and whs ; 
riding slowly through the streets with 
a large staff. 
N ear the Bank of Spain 
on Alcala street, a young man who 
was standing in the front row of cheer­ 
ing spectators rushed at the m onarch’s 
horse and clutched the bridle with his 
left hand. Then he put his right hand 
in his pocket and drew a revolver. 
King Alfonso realized instantly that 
the man was an assassin and his skill 
in horsemanship and his presence of 
mind probably saved his life. 
He 
made the horse rear up Just at the mo­ 
ment the assassin fired, but the king 
was already safe behind the horse, 
which got the bullet in the chest. 
At 
the same m om ent a policeman threw 
himself upon the assassin and threw 
him to the ground and held him there 
hut he was unable to grip his arm s 
before he had fired tfoo other shots. 
They were random shots, as it was 
Impossible for him to take aim, and 
they did not hit anybody. 
The staff, which was riding a little 
ahead of the king, immediately formed 
around the sovereign and faced the 
crowd, while the cavalry escort which 
was 
following 
behind 
immediately 
formed a cordon around the king and 
pushed back the crowd, xvhich the 
sound of the shots had caused to in­ 
crease as if by magic. 
The king, after seeing the assassin 
taken away by the police, stood up in 
the stirrups and smilingly turning to 
the crowd and giving a military salute, 
cried, “Viva L ’E spana!” 
The people 
took the cue and repeated the cry loud 
and long. 
They also gave hearty 
cheers for the king. 
After acknowledging the cheers of 
the people by renewed salutes, King 
Alofnso dismounted in the most uncon- 
1 cerned manner. 
He m et the anxious 
inquiries oi the m em bers of his staff 
■ by saying “Gentlemen, it is nothing.” 
Then he remounted and continued on 
the way to the palace. 
The crowds 
which had hv this time greatly increas­ 
ed in numbers, roared their applause 
all the way to the palace, while the 
king continually saluted the people. 
The third attem pt to assassinate the 
young monarch ended in a great dem­ 
onstration of popular joy which has 
never been eclipsed. 
The assailant of the king, who gave 
the name of Rafael Sanchez Alegro 
and said he was a Catalonian, showed 
no regret and said he wanted 
to 
avenge the execution of Professor 
Ferrer.

dations contained in the majority re­ 
p ort of the American delegates to the 
international radio telegrap hic confer­ 
ence in London. 
Congress p assed a law regulating 
wireless op erations at the ex tra ses­ 
sion last summer, b ut further legisla­ 
tion is required to p ut into effect the 
recommendations made b y the dele­ 
gates 
There were twelve American 
rep resentatives at the London confer­ 
ence. and three of them, known as 
the dep artment of commerce and lab or 
group , sub mitted a b rief rep ort p rior 
to the action taken b y congress, b ut 
the recommendations of the nine oth­ 
ers deal more p articularly with the 
military naval p hases of the question, 
although every other feature is cover­ 
ed in their rep ort. 
While the majority rep ort imp artial­ 
ly urges legislation to give American 
trade and ship p ing the same advan­ 
tages p ossessed b y other nations and 
seeks to p rotect p rivate radio stations 
to the fullest reasonab le ex tent, it is 
strongly recommended that legislation 
he enacted “to p rovide more efficient 
and reliab le communication with the 
fleet and thus augment the means of 
national defense.”

Naco, Ariz., April 14.—General Pe­ 
dro Ojeda of the Mexican federal army ! 
for several weeks past has been mak­ 
ing statem ents that he would die be-1 
fore he would surrender Sonora to the 
rebels or flee to the American side, 
thus making good newspaper stories. 
But Sunday General Ojeda fled to the 
American side, choosing life and its 
emoluments to a place in history as a 
Mexican general who died rather than 
surrender or quit. 
However, the Mex­ 
ican general put up the fight of his 
life and probably holds the record for j 
defending a town successfully for a 
greater length of tim e against over­ 
whelming odds than any other genefal i 
his country has produced. 
For a month Naco, Mexico, has been ■ 
surrounded by from 900 to 1,500 rebels, i 
and the old general, with never more j 
than 400 soldiers, has several tim es j 
whipped the rebels so badly that it j 
took them several days each time to j 
recover. This time he fought until his j 
last shot was exhausted and remained ■ 
behind resisting the rebels until he 
had no more than fifteen men with 
him. 
The fighting had been of the hand- 
to-hand order for half an hour before 
he fled across the Arizona line and 
gave himself up to Captain H. A. Sei­ 
fert, Ninth United States cavalry, Sun­ 
day morning. 
Twice had houses in 
which he was fighting been fired by 
the rebels and, driven from both of 
these places, the old general fought 
with a rifle in the streets against the 
foe in plain view of the Americans in 
Naco, Ariz. 
The general fired his last 
shot when he was less than 100 feet 
from the international line with rebels 
less than 100 feet away from him. 
Then he walked slowly over the line 
and gave up. 
During the fighting many bullets fell 
on the American side of the line, but 
they did little damage, although many 
i buildings on both sides, deserted by 
| their occupants, are riddled almost as 
I badly as the buildings in the thick of 
the fight.

clothing to the Hooded city.

gratitude for the gift. 
The members i 
of the committee were 
astonished j 
that motorists should venture out on 
such a diiy as yesterday—and for 
such a cause. 
And the trip did de- i 
velop into an endurance contest. 
The relief committee has news of 
many kinds of 
supplies that 
are j 
coming but very little has reached 
Brookville. 
There 
is 
plenty of j 
clothing to supply the needs of the 
flood sufferers apparently, and there i 
are plenty of 
provisions, 
but no 
household 
furnishings of anv kind 
has arrived. 
The relief work is being carried on 
by the various committees in charge 
with a system and care that could ■ 
not be improved. 
Although the ex­ 
penditure of the fund has not been 
started yet, every cent will be wi-d- 
ly spent, and to good advantage, be­ 
cause the chairman of the general | 
j relief committee, who will have this 
j in charge, is M. P. Hubbard, an ut- 
i torney and banker of the city who is 
! held in the highest esteem and who 
is counted on by the community to 
direct the work with all fairness. 
The work of reconstruction will be 
| long and tedious. 
When it is con* 
I side red that more than twenty homes 
were completely 
swept away 
and 
that others were damaged so that it 
is doubtful whether they can bo re­ 
paired, it will be seen that the relief 
committee has a 
great 
ta^k. 
In 
many cases the 
h o u se s of 
thrifty 
workmen who 
were buying 
their 
homes were 
carried to 
unknown 
places by the flood, and an effort will 
be made to replace these. 
As much system characterizes the 
work of satisfying the daily wants 
of the people who lost their homes.

department with an iron hand, but 
his work i-> being greatly appreciat­ 
ed.

Brookville have been famishing most 
of the provisions. 
The 
Red Cross 
society sent in several hundred dob 
lars woith of rations a s soon as it 
could reach Connersvilie, and they 
ha\e aided materially. 
An inventory 
of the stock is taken every day and 
it is estimated just how long the pro­ 
visions on hands will last. 
When­ 
ever they get low, Mr. Popper issues 
a call and the necessities are brought 
in by the farmers. 
Mr. Popper k e e p s a ledger account 
of every family which is being fed 
by his committee. 
Since many peo­ 
ple have reclaimed their homes, they 
call at the court house for food. The 
number in the family is set 
down. 
\\ hen the head of the family takes 
out so many rations, the date and the 
amount is >et down 
against him. 
When lie calls for rations again, his 
hedger account is consulted, and if 
the committee believes that his fam ­ 
ily could not have eaten the amount 
he had given last within the time, his 
demand is refused.

Flood Unearths Skeletons Believed to 


be Those of Red Men on Frank 


Lockwood's Farm. 


SPACE % OF A MILE SQUARE 


Pieces of Pottery Showing Craftman~ 


ship of Indians Are Found by 


Richland School Teacher. 


The recent flood unearthed an In- 


dian burying ground of scores 
o£ 


years ago on the Frank 
Lockwood 


farm south of Laurel, according to> 
Squire Thomas Helman of Anderson- 
ville, who was in Rushville today. 


Squire Helman says that three hu- 


man skeletons have been found in- 
tact and that many pieces of pottery 
that savor of Indian workmanship 
have been picked up by people who- 
have been digging in the washouts 
which exposed the human skeletons. 


The belief that the place was an 


Indian burying ground is supported 
not only by the evidence of Indian 
craftmanship but also by the shapes 
of heads and 
other parts of the 


skeletons which have been found. 


Mr. Lockwood and Jesse Ailes, 


teacher at Freeman's school in Rich- 
land township, Rush count}', made 
the first find which led them to 
search further. They were out ex- 
amining the large washouts on the 
Lockwood farm caused by the over- 
flowing of the Whitewater river, when 
they happened to find bones.that 
were apparently parts of human skel- 
etons. 


Their continued search led to the 


discovery of the 
skeletons. 
Mr. 


Ailes has pieces of the Indian pot- 
tery which he will preserve as relies. 
Since the report of the discovery has 
been circulated 
in the 
immediate 


community, boys and men have un- 
earthed several baskets of human 
bones and articles which make it al- 
most certain that the place was used 
as an Indian burying ground. 


The area covered is 
apparently 


about three-quarters of a mile square. 
Squire Helman says that what skele- 
tons that have been discovered indi- 
cate that no regularity was used in 
laying the bodies away to their final 
resting place, which is contrary to 
the Indian 
custom. It 
has been 


handed down from generation to gen- 
eration that the 
Indians 
always 


buried their dead in a circle, he says.

He walks with the same ath- 
letic spring, and his voice—that won- 
derful voice that has been heard by

The writer has known Mr. Bryan for 


twenty-three years—ever since away 
back in 1SOO. when he was first elect- 
ed to congress. 
During these years 1 


have at times been associated with 
him 
intimately—politically, 
socially 


and as a newspaper man—and hare 
studied him from every angle. As a 
result of this study 1 say deliberately 
that in,many ways I regard him as 
the most remarkable man now living. 
That is the secret of his power to come 
back. He has the goods. 


Shortly after the inauguration 1 went 


down to see him. Several hundred 
other Americans were on the same 
mission—that is, all of them did not 
go to see Bryan, but they were In 
Washington. Some of them were aft- 
er jobs. Others went to enjoy the 
show. But from the numbers at his 
hotel and In the secretary of state's 
offices it was evident that most of 
them did see him or tried to. And 
great swarms of them succeeded. 
From long experience the new secre- 
tary of state has acquired the knack 
of getting a visitor's case in a word 
or two and passing him on. That Is 
the secret of being a public man. Sou 
have to pass them on and make them 
think at the same time that you are 
their sworn friend. It is a great art 
and perhaps one that cannot be ac- 
quired. One has to be born to It as 
he does to being a king or a poet

This recalls another story that a gen- 


tleman told me while on the train 
from Washington. He bad eutertain- 
ed Mr. Bryau in his home and had in- 
vited a small company to meet him at 
dinner, among them a New York con- 
gressman. It was in 100S. when Bryan 
was for a third time the candidate for 
president The congressman asked him 
point blank if he expected to be elect 
ed. Bryan replied by telling of a very 
aged neighbor of his whom we will 
call Uncle Jake and who was lying 
at tlie point of death. Dropping in to 
pay liis respects. Mr. Bryan expressed 
the hope that the sufferer would pull 
through, and Dnc-le .lake responded: 
"Well, one thought comforts me. Very 
few men die when p:ist eighty-seven 
(his own aict'i." The candidate contin- 
ued that very few men had been de- 
feated for president of the Cnited 
States the third time.

A Great Secretary of State. 


One thing is observable in Washing- 


ton—that there is a change of feeling 
toward Bryan. Many who have been 
most bitter against him before are 
modifying their views. Not a few o: 
those \vlio have been unfriendly to him 
In the ptist are predicting that he wil 
make a great secretary of state. My 
own view is that he will make one ol 
the greatest in the history of the na 
tion. but I would distrust my own 
view since 1 may be personally biaset 
in his favor. Certain it is that in his 
first move after taking office he won a 
diplomatic victory. That was in con 
nection with the indemnity bill in 
Cuba. It was the vigorous protest of 
Secretary Bryan that caused the Cu- 
ban president to veto the bill. 


He comes into the office with two 


delicate situations confronting him 
that in Mexico and that with Great 
Britain over the Panama canal tolls 
The recognition of the Chinese repub- 
lic Is also pending, and the Balkan war 
situation may develop a diplomatic crl 
sis that will affect this country. 


There have been great men In the 


office of secretary of state—Jefferson, 
John Marshall. Madison. Monroe. J. Q. 
Adams, Clay, Webster, Calboun. Van 
Suren. Buchanan. Seward. Blaine and 
Hay stand among the first rank of onr 
statesmen, and most of the others are 
celebrated in history. 
Now is added 


the name of William J. Bryan, thrice 
candidate of bis party for president 
and known as an orator around the 
world. Will his conduct of our foreign 
relations add new Luster to his name 
and to the great office he fills? Predic- 
tions are Idle, but all true Americans 
regardless of party, hope that be will, 
and with some 'of ns this feeling Is 
backed by the reminder of the trinity 
of love and faith. .

Indianapolis, April 14.—The pure 


food and drug inspectors under H. E. 
Barnard, state food and drug commis- 
sioner, hereafter are to be health po- 
lice in Indiana. 
The new step in 


liealth work .in the state was taken at 
a meeting of the state board of healta. 
The plan was adopted to save ex- 
penses and the time of state health 
officials, whose calls from various 
parts of the state have grown in num- 
ber so rapidly that it has been impos- 
sible to give all of them attention. 


The five inspectors in Mr. Barnard's 


department hereafter will make trips 
in their respective districts instead of 
Dr. J. N. Hurty, state health commis- 
sioner, and Dr. W. F. King, assistant 
secretary of the board.

Advantage is to be taken by Profes- 


sor Moore and Secretary Bryan of a 
piece of legislation of last summer by 
which it is provided that the counsel- 
lor shall be the acting secretary in the 
ab'sence of the secretary of state. For- 
merly the first assistant acted in the 
absence of the secretary, and during 
the Knox administration Huntington 
Wilson made the post one of the very 
highest importance next to that of the 
secretary himself.. It Is now appar- 
ent, however, that former Governor 
John E. Osborne of Wyoming, who is 
to succeed Huntington Wilson, will 
wield no such influence in matters of 
foreign relations as did his predeces- 
sor. 


Under the new regime Professor 


Moore is to be expert adviser to Presi- 
dent Wilson and Secretary Bryan on 
all matters of foreign relations. 
He 


will at once- become the one man in 
the department in whom the president 
and Mr. Bryan feel the utmost confi- 
dence.

This Is What Pope's Physician Says of 


Hi is Distinguished Patient. 


Rome, April 14.—Though the pope is 


still declared to be critically ill, there 
Is no indication that the end Is immin- 
ent. The symptoms of bronchitis con- 
tinue, particularly on the left side. 
The functions of the kidneys are good 
and the patient's general condition sat- 
isfactory. 
Professor .Marchiafava de- 


clares that the pope's condition is not 
serious. 
The fever, he stated, had 


abated and his illness was following 
the natural course. Professor Marchi- 
afava added that the pope was cheer- 
ful and his mind was perfectly clear. 


An automobile is kept waiting near 


the residence of Cardinal Vannuetelli 
in order to take him to the Vatican at 
any moment to administer absolution 
to the pope when the end seems to be 
approaching. Dr. Marchiafava, who Is 
a state functionary, formally has as- 
sured the government that he will 
warn them when death seems to be 
six hours distant. 
He is convinced 


that the end will not be sudden. 


The fact that the death of the pope 


is not regarded as imminent is shown 
by the fact that all the cardinals, in- 
cluding Secretary of State Merry Del 
Val, attended a solemn function at the 
Basilica of St. John of Lateran Sun- 
day, where Cardinal Vannutelli potifl- 
cated at high mass. The diplomats, 
prelates, heads of the religious orders 
and members of the papal court at- 
tended the ceremony, which closed the 
so-called octavo of the celebrations in 
commemoration of the decree of relig- 
ious freedom issued by Emperor Con- 
stantine.

noon. King Alfonso was shot at three 
times by a well-dressed young man, but 
none of the bullets struck the mon- | 
arch. 
One of the bullets struck his 
• 


horse in the chest. 


The king was returning to the pal- 


ace from a review of recruits and was i 
riding slowly through the streets with i 
a large staff. Near the Bank of Spain j 
on Alcala street, a young man who 
was standing in the front row of cheer- i 
ing spectators rushed at the monarch's ; 
horse and clutched the bridle with his 
i 


left hand. Then he put his right hand ; 
in his pocket and drew a revolver. 
I 


King Alfonso realized instantly that j 


the man was an assassin and his skill 
in horsemanship and his presence of \ 
mind probably saved his life. 
He ; 


made the horse rear up just at the mo- 
ment the assassin fired, but the king [ 
was already safe behind the horse, j 
which got the bullet in the chest. At | 
the same moment a policeman threw j 
himself upon the assassin and threw j 
him to the ground and held him there, 
but he was unable to grip his arms 
before he had fired two other shots, j 
They were random shots, as it was \ 
Impossible for him to take aim, and i 
they did not hit anybody.

ahead of the king, immediately formed , 
around the sovereign and faced the j' 
crowd, while the cavalry escort which j

formed a cordon around the king and i

The king, after seeing the assassin i 


taken away by the police, stood up in j 
the stirrups and smilingly turning to 
the crowd and giving a military salute, 
cried, "Viva L'Espana!". The people 
took the cue and repeated the cry loud 
and long. 
They also gave hearty 


cheers for the king. 


After acknowledging the cheers of 


the people by renewed salutes. King 
Alofnso dismounted in the most uncon- 
cerned manner. He met the anxious 
inquiries of the members of his staff 
by saying Gentlemen, it is nothing." 
Then he remounted and continued on 
the way to the palace. The crowds 
which had by this time greatly increas- 
ed in numbers, roared their applaur.e 
all the way to the palace, while Bil- 
king continually saluted the people. 
The third attempt to assassinate the 
young monarch ended in a great dem- 
onstration of popular joy which has 
never been eclipsed. 


The assailant of the king, who gave 


the name of Rafael Sanchez Alegro 
and said he was a Catalonian, showed 
no regret and said he wanted to 
avenge the execution of Professor 
Ferrer.

These are the questions the Postal 


Progress League "wishes answered 
and it has asked Fourth Assistant 
Postmaster General Dockeiy to ob- 
tain the information, according to 
Washington dispatches. 
Up to this- 


time the postofEce department has 
made no effort to learn what people 
living in the country think of the 
parcels post system as it is operated. 
It does not know whether the aver- 
age farmer, who is mailing his butter 
and eggs and dressed chickens to his 
customers, regards the zone system 
as practical, the present rates as 
equitable, the eleven-pound limit as 
reasonable or the other regulations 
as satisfactory. But it proposes to 
find out these things, and as much 
other helpful information bearing on 
the parcel post system as it can ob- 
tain. 


Postmaster-General Burleson is an 


enthusiastic parcel post advocate. 
He always has been, and he intends 
to do all in his power as head of the 
postoffice 
department 
to 
get the 


greatest possible efficiency out of the 
new branch of the postal service. He 
is convinced, his friends say. that on 
the postal service more than on any- 
thing else, docs the general economic, 
as well as the social and political de- 
velopment of the country depend. 


The postmaster general believes 


that the real test of the parcel post 
system, as far as the farmer is con- 
cerned, will come within the next few 
weeks, as the season advances. He 
has indirect and unofficial informa- 
tion that the volume of parcel post 
business has already increased along 
raral routes with the production of 
spring fruits and vegetables. 
He 


knows, for example, that within the 
last three weeks the shipment of 
butter and eggs and chickens has 
grown and he looks for the parcel 
post method of sending country pro- 
duce direct to the consumer to grow 
rapidly in popularity.

Important legislation looking to tbe 


completion of the government's wire- 
less system to the highest point of per- 
fection and the further regulation of 
radio telegraphy is favored By Presi- 
dent Wilson a's a result of recommen- 
dations contained in the majority re- 
port of the American delegates to the 
international radio telegraphic confer- 
ence in London. 


Congress passed a law regulating 


wireless operations at the extra ses- 
sion last summer, but further legisla- 
tion is required to put intp effect the 
recommendations made by the dele- 
gates. 
There were twelve American 


representatives at the London confer- 
ence, and three of them, known as 
the department of commerce and labor 
group, submitted a brief report prior 
to the action taken by congress, but 
the recommendations of the nine oth- 
ers deal more particularly with the 
military naval phases of the question, 
although every other feature is cover- 
ed in their report. 


While the majority report irnpartial- 


ly urges .le.sislatioii to give American 
trade and shipping the same advan- 
tages possessed by other nations and 
seeks to protect private radio stations 
to the fullest reasonable extent, it is 
strongly recommended tliat legislation 
be enacted "to provide more efficient 
and reliable communication with tin- 
fleet and thus augment the means of 
national defense." 


Report of Nine Delegates. 


In advancing this policy the nine 


delegates say: 


"It is recommended that there he es- 


tablished at such point or points in the 
interior of the country as may be se- 
lected by the war department lihrh 
power radio stations of the same iren- 
eral character nnd c.ipacirv ;:- r:v=" 
provided for each link of rhe iwvy 
chain. 
This will furnish reserve in-

Urges Further Action by Congress. 
The consideration of tbe report has 


Just been undertaken by the new ad- 
ministration, and In view of the fact 
that tbe American delegation attend- 
ing tbe London International conference 
was strictly~a nonpartisan group ther*» 
Is no doubt that the recommendations 
will practically be adopted. The inter- 
national radio telegraphic agreement 
signed In London last summer hns been 
ratified, thns supplementing In n num. 
her of important particulars the bill 
passed by congress, but there remains 
a demand for additional legislation. In 
regard to the need of further action 
by congress the majority says: 


"Whether viewed from a commercial, 


meteorological, humanitarian or mili- 
tary standpoint, the development of 
radio appliances deeply concerns the 
Interest of our people. 
It therefore 


appears exceedingly Important that the 
various executive departments of th* 
government directly Interested In vari- 
ous features of radio telegraphy should 
urge the congress to make such liberal 
appropriations as regards extension nnd 
development of this means of com- 
munication as to fill future needs."

Brussels, April 14.—A strike of fold- 


ed arms and not of clenched fists, as 
the Socialists call it, Belgium's re- 
markable strike for a political idea, 
is in full swing today. The Socialist 
leaders say that from 300,000 to 400,- 
000 men are idle. 


There are 85,000 Christian trade un- 


ionists enrolled in the Catholic unions 
who are standing out from the strikers 
and it is largely on their account 
that the government for two or three 
days has been moving troops from va- 
rious centers. Fifty thousand- soldiers 
are under arms, not for the purpose, 
the government says, of terrorizing 
the strikers, but of protecting those 
who are willing to work. The strike 
leaders continue to scout the idea that 
there will be any rioting, and thus far 
everything has been calm. 


There were peaceful demonstrations 


in many centers of industry Sunday. 
The biggest was at Mons, where be- 
tween 20,000 and 30,000 paraded with 
bands and carried red flags. Ten thou- 
sand paraded at Antwerp. Some ob- 
servers thought the men, especially at 
Mons, were oddly lacking in enthusi- 
asm. Brussels is not excited over the 
strike. The city is as gay as ever. 


The municipal employes at Ghent 


who decided not to strike objected to 
being protected by soldiers. They told 
the burgomaster that, they would re- 
gard this as an indignity and would 
strike if the protection was not with- 
drawn. 
The burgomaster thereupon 


yielded and the protection was with- 
drawn.

NACO AT LAST fiAVE 


UP TO THE REBELS 


Cneral Ojeda Fi»|M to DIB 


list Hick. 


Naco, Ariz., April 14.—General Pe- 


dro Ojeda of the Mexican federal army 
for several weeks past has been mak- 
ing statements that he would die be- 
fore he would surrender Sonora to the 
rebels or, flee to the American side, 
thus making good newspaper stories. 
But Sunday General Ojeda fled to the 
American side, choosing life and its 
emoluments to a place in history as a 
Mexican general who* died rather than 
surrender or quit However, the Mex- 
ican general put up the fight of his 
life and probably holds the record for 
defending a town successfully for a 
.greater length of time against over 
whelming odds than any other general 
his country has produced.' 


For a month Naco, Mexico, has been 


surrounded by from 900 to 1,500 rebels, 
and the old general, with never more 
than 400 soldiers, has several times 
whipped the rebels so badly that it 
took them several days each time to 
recover. This time he fought until his 
last shot was exhausted and remained 
behind resisting the rebels until he 
had no more than fifteen men with 
him. 


The fighting had been of the hand- 


to-hand order for half an hour before 
he fled across the Arizona line and 
gave himself up to Captain H. A. Sei- 
fert, Ninth United States cavalry, Sun- 
day morning. Twice had houses in 
which he was fighting been fired bj 
the rebels and, driven from both ol 
these places, the old general foughi 
with a rifle in the streets against the 
foe in plain •view of the Americans in 
Naco, Ariz. The general fired his last 
shot when he was less than 100 fee 
from the international line with rebels 
less than 100 feet away from him 
Then he walked slowly over the line 
and gave up. 


During the fighting many bullets f el 


on the American side of the line, bu 
they did little damage, although man} 
buildings on both sides, deserted b} 
their occupants, are riddled almost a: 
badly as the buildings in the thick o 
the fight.

The relief work is being carried oil

Although the ex- 
penditure of the fund ha.s not been 
started yet, every cent will be'Nvis 
ly spent, and to good advantage, be- 
cause the chairman of the general 
relief committee, who will have this 
in charge, is M. P. Hubbard, an at- 
torney and banker of the'city \vho is 
held in the highest esteem and who 
is counted on by the community to 
direct the work with all fail-ness. 


The work of reconstruction will be 


long and tedious. 
When it .-is con- 


sidered that more than twenty homes
